It is a pleasure for me to introduce our school magazine to its readers and to compliment 
the members of the editorial staff on the excellent quality and pleasing variety found in its 
pages. 

Our school this year has an enrollment of 1558, which is two below last year's enrollment. 
Since the inception of the Reorganization Programme three years ago, the student population 
has shown a definite trend toward the Business and Commerce, and Science, Technology and 
Trades branches with a consequent reduction on the number of pupils enrolled in the Arts 
and Science branch. To take care of additional class units occasioned by the new programme, 
we now have six portable classrooms and are waiting expectantly for improved facilities in 
the Library, Physical Education, Occupational and Office accommodation.

| AERIAL PHOTOGRAPHY FROM 


THE CFRB HELICOPTER 


Ever since colour end sheets were first 
used last May in the Conning Tower, the 
editorial staff had been trying to think of 
something different for the end sheets of 
this year's edition. During.the summer 
we secured permission from Radio Station 
CFRB to send a photographer on one of 
Eddie Luther's traffic report flights. 

On Sept. 23, after Photographing the 
Junior Football game, I drove to indfields 
Farm in the east end of Toronto. At 5:00 
p.m. we took off, and in a few minutes were 
circling Weston. Smithy made several passes, 
each time banking the helicopter steeply in 
order to get a good view. 

For those interested in technical data, 
the picture used on the end sheets was 
taken on Ektachrome, at 1/500 and f 5.6. 


The camera was a 4x5 Crown Grafic with a 
135 mm. lens. 

The air was exceptionally clear, but 
rough, Since there was a possibility that the 
picture might be blurred by the shaking 
of the helicopter, 1 got permission to go 
up on the morning of Oct. 13, when the light 
would be in a better direction. However the 
visibility was extremely poor, and I took 
no colour pictures. 

CFRB has operated its aerial traffic 
report twice each weekday as well as during 
holiday weekends for the last five years. 
Such a helicopter costs about $108 per hour 
to run, and during a year CFRB traffic 
reporters log about 600 hours.

What is Remembrance Day to me? It has been different 
things to me at different times in my life. There is 
truth in what Tennyson has Ulysses say: 

"Тата part of all that I have met: 

Yet all experience is an arch where through 

Gleams that untravelled world, whose margin 

Fades for ever and for ever when I move." 
Because you and I have travelled through different 
arches of experience in our lives, Remembrance Day 
cannot be exactly the same thing to youas it is to me. 
Similarly, because most of you have not yet travelled 
very far through your arches of experience, Remem- 
brance Day is not yet what it will become for you in 
later years. But thereare some elements of it to which 
I can point and say, "Неге for you and for me is a part 
of the pattern of Remembrance Day." 

First, I believe that Remembrance Day is a time 
for certain emotions. It is a time for remembering 
with gratitude and with pride. Surely it is fitting at this 
time that we say, half as a prayer and half as a prom- 
ise, "At the going down of the sun, and in the morning, 
we will remember them." 

Secondly, I believe that Remembrance Day isa 
time for thinking. For example, to go through the 
Memorial Service unthinkingly is to miss its message. 
It is not meant to be a service of gloom and fear, in 
which Death is the central figure. In normal military 
routine, the bugle call 'Last Post' literally refers to 
the last duties of the day. It promises a night's rest 
to the weary soldier. The second bugle call, 'Reveille," 
is the ordinary call to start a new day's work. In a 
Memorial Service, the playing of 'Last Post' reminds 
us that the dead have gone totheir well deserved rest, 
where no more fatigue or loneliness is, nor pain, nor 
fear. The period of silence which follows is easily 
identified with death. There would indeed be gloom in 
the Service if it ended here with the 'Last Post' and 
with death. But this is not so. The heavy silence is 
broken with the sparkling notes of 'Reveille' toremind 
us that the silence of death is temporary. It will be 
broken, at the last, by a great and final 'Reveille' that 
will summon the dead to God's final parade on a bright- 
er day and in a better place beyond the grave. The 
sounding of 'Reveille' in aMemorialService isa shout 
of joy. It changes the whole mood of the occasion. 
Remembrance Day is, indeed, a time for thinking. 

Thirdly, Remembrance Day is a time for decision 
and for action. If (and I say "If" quite intentionally), if 
the students of today are spared the horror of another 
war, it will not be because the humanrace has sudden- 
ly become saintly (rather than selfish) or sensible 
(rather than stupid). It will not be because the progress 
of science has convinced mankind not to wage war any 
more. And it certainly will not be because you deserve 


а better fate than was given to those who came before 
you--unless you earn it for yourselves. But it could be 
because you have succeeded, where others had failed, 
in removing the causes of war. My high school class- 
mates and I never gave a thought (much iess a dollar!) 
to Korean orphans. On the other hand, you have! To 
that extent you have contributed not only to starving 
children, you have contributed to your own salvation. 
Dr. Leslie Weatherhead recently gave this advice to 
a group of young people, such as you: "Do not seek 
after the things that peace will bringtoyou -- but work 
for the things that will bring peace." Remembrance 
Day is a time todecide todo something about removing 
the causes of war. 

Finally, Remembrance Day isa time for believing. 
It is a time for faith. It is an occasion for each in- 
dividual to renew his belief in those values which, to 
him, are of the ultimate importance. Each person must 
find these and hold ontothem for himself. But the need 
for them is universal: it is as modernas today and as 
ancient as the Psalms. 

The experiences of my life, thus far, have shaped 
a view of Remembrance Day such as I have outlined 
to you. What sort of a view of Remembrance Day has 
been shaped by your experiences to date, only you can 
say. As for what your view of Remembrance Day may 
become, who can predict? I hope that, for you as for 
me, Remembrance Day will continue ro be a time for 
genuine emotion and for accurate knowledge, for self- 
dedication to unselfish causes, and for sincere and 
humble faith.

In varying ways and inevitably we have 
all acquired some degree of maturity. Our psycholo; 
professors tell us that there are two important criteria 
of maturity--the way we look at ourselves and the way we 
look at others. 


If, during our high school days, we have learned to 
look at ourselves realistically, to recognize our limitations 
and our shortcomings and our faults without overlooking 
our assets and our values and our strong points, then we 
have gained something of psychological maturity. 


If we have learned to stand back and laugh at ourselves 
a little and be amused at our "faux pas'' and not hate our- 
selves for them, then high school had done its job in pre- 
paring us for a fruitful, significant life. 


At the same time if we can look realistically at others 
with all their failings and not reject them as human beings, 
if wè can appreciate those we love for their lovable qual- 
ities and not be disappointed that they are not perfect, then 
we have gained оеш of the wisdom of the ages and 
something that will provide us with much happiness in the 
years to come. 


Yes, in varying degrees we can all thank Weston for 
guiding us along some distance on the road to maturity. 


As I think about it, there is something else quite as 
important that we have gained--something that we have 
learned, above and beyond our courses--but I can't quite 
put а word to it. 


At Weston each of us has been given, to a certain 
extent, responsibility and freedom- -and, therefore, individ- 
uality. Each of us has been encouraged to set for himself 
meaningful goals. These qualities were developed in us 
during the years until last June we faced the final test that 
would tell how thorough our education at Weston had been. 
As you probably know, Weston came through that test with 
admirable colours, for each of us who wrote the Grade 13 
exams here last June had set the goal of success ahead of 
him. Each of us, individually, worked toward that prize. 


However, and this is my point, each of us, in trying 
those exams risked disappointment and failure. The greater 
our effort, in fact, the greater the risk because the greater 
our disappointment would have been had we failed. We went 
all out for success in those exams--we riskedlosing a year 
of our academic lives--but we took the risk for the sake 
of the goal. 


We could have been satisfied with a lesser education-- 
but we saw the possibilities and we risked failure to prove 
ourselves. And so progress comes. 1 am convinced that it 
is going to be like this all through life. 


Take for instance the vital matter of boy-girl relation- 
Ships. If a boy asks a girl for a date he risks getting arebuff, 


but if he never takes the risk, well..... 


Take marriage. A couple has to е steady for а while 
to see if marriage is what they want. But if, at some time, 
one of them decides that this is not for them, there is usu- 
ally heartbreak and disillusionment and disappointment. Of 
course, if we don't take a chance--if we don't risk getting 
hurt--we just sit right here. 


I think our years at Weston have taught us to go all 
out for a goal--to risk failure, to face hurt, perhaps even 
someday to risk our lives themselves in order to live sig- 
nificantly and purposefully. 


We are now Stepping out into a world faced with serious 
unsolved problems. Theseproblems are not going to be solved 
by security seekers, Solutions will be-found by a brave few 
who are willing to take a risk--men like John F Kennedy and 
Nikita Khrushchev who have so recently paid dearly for 
their risks. 


We think of the population explosion, the conflicting 
ideologies of our time, the colour bar and even the flag 
lebate. 


We don't know the answers, but I believe that they can 
be found by those of my generation--if we will risk the effort. 


It is tonight that we look back and we thank Weston 
Collegiate for developing in us this philosophy. 


We have here tonight members of the Weston Board of 
Education. To you, my colleagues and I wish to say thank you 
for your continuous effort to keep the standards high at 
Weston. To our teachers who have become friends, we can 
only say that many of you will never be forgotten and will 
remain a part of our lives as you have given of yourselves 
in your teaching. 


And now, finally, we must realize that this is probably 
the last time that we will see each other assembled to- 
pie as a group. It's been a greatclass. We have all made 
riendships here that will continue throughout the years. I 
hope that most of us will stay in Canada, and I won't be 
a bit surprised if someday I am looking through the Globe 
and Mail and I see a picture ofa Nobel prize winner and can 
excitedly exclaim, "Why I knew him. I went to Weston 
Collegiate with him!"

SENIOR PROSE WINNER 
WHITHER FRIEND? 


If you accept that the liberal arts of a 
given period in history reflected the main 
thoughts and general trends of that period, I 
would ask you of today's art, "Whither, 
friend?" 


Take painting and seulpelre for example, 
since they are the easiest of the arts to under- 
stand.. We have all seen a few of Pablo 
Picasso's fantastic creations--some of them 
so wierd and grotesque that they have wrought 
dismay, even disgust, in the most broad- 
minded connoisseurs. A distorted face; a 
ghoulish apparition; a turbulent conglomer- 
ation of shapes and colours; all these features 
Seem to contradict the traditional harmony 
and beauty that used to characterize art and 
was the objective of the aspiring artist. 


Yet, the avant-garde today seem to take 
pains to create the absurd. The''Theatre of 
the Absurd", whose popularity is rapidly in- 
creasing, is best exemplified in the plays of 
its founders, Samuel Beckett and Eugene 
Ionesco. Here is an excerpt from the latter's 
"The Bald Soprano", 


MR. MARTIN: One doesn't polish specta- 
cles with black wax, 

MRS, SMITH: Yes, but with money one 
can buy anything. 

MR, MARTIN: I'd rather killa rabbit than 
sing in the garden. 

MR. SMITH: Cockatoos, cockatoos, cock- 
atoos, cockatoos, cockatoos, cock- 
atoos, cockatoos, cockatoos, cock- 
atoos. 


Confusion? Certainly, the thread of coherence 
is hardly discernible. Here, I think, the dram- 
atist is trying to create anatmosphere--which 
he maintains throughout the play. 


Modern symphonic music has alsoadopt- 
ed this uncomfortable bent. Igor Stravinsky 
delighted and shocked his audiences alike dur- 
ing the Twenties. Today he is well accepted; 
but music since the last war has been racing 
for the irrational. If you have ever heard an 
orchestra tuning up just before the concert 


begins, you have heard much of what our 
contempory composers label "modern mu- 
sic, 


No, I do not want to condemn this once- 
steady, now accelerating movement towards 
... towards what, I wonder? 


Perhaps you may ascribe the cause of 
this change in man's outlook on the arts and 
aesthetics to his ever-widening scope in the 
Sciences. Five or six centuries ago, man was 
fast becoming a titan of his "universe". His 
was the likeness of God, and around his do- 
main the heavens revolved. Then Copernicus 
and Galileo showed that man was buta dwarf, 
an impish being ona lumpof interstellar mat- 
ter in an endless void. 


Since then the known universe has in- 


creased in its dimensions (idiomatically and 


literally speaking, it seems). Today, man is 
said to have evolved from the beast. And 
matter is becoming more and more infinitely 
divisible in the universe of the atom, The 
psychologists tell us that we are largely the 
product of our subconscious mind, These and 
other discoveries have put man under a 
humiliating emotional strain. The answers 
to his most basic questions seem to be more 
shrouded in mystery than ever. 


He has given vent to his dismay in the 
liberal arts, Hence the gloom, the violence, 
the discord, the agony, the pessimism of 
modern art. Hence the "antiplays", the prose- 
poems, the music closely resembling noise. 


But on the result of these alarming and 
exciting trends I cannot hypothesise. I think 
that тап should re-assess his existence on 
earth. We should strive to effect peace and 
gooawill among men and rise to self-per- 
ection, so that we may remark, without 
conceit: "What a piece of work is man!"
